SEQUEL TO RECENT ARMED 
~~ ROBBERY. 


FUTILE OBIMCTIONS:. 


Yet another protest was mado 
by. Mr. Van den Berg, the ‘Senior 
‘Consul’s Deputy, ‘in the Pro- 
yisional Court at’ Shanghai, last 
week. In ‘this case, Bang Rsaud 
han, coolic, Nyl Ah-foh, hawker, 
Tsho Yeu-zien, foolie, and, Zee, 
Kung-sung, © brass-amith, wero’ 
charged that at’ 7 p.m. on January 
19,, at the corner of Tongshan. and 
Kwenming Roads, they ‘were 
found to be in possession of twa 
automatic pistols and 13 rounds of 
ammunition., 


They first appeared before the 
Court on January 20 and a re- 
mand was ordéred, At the next 
hearing on February 3, two fur- 
ther charges ‘were; preferred 
against all accused to the effect 
that they. had: participated -in 
armed robberies, On’, February. 
10, the accused appeared again 
and yet another. two charges’ of, 
robbery «were preferred. 
and the accused admjited partici- 
pation and that they “fired shots. 
A further hearing twas ‘held on 
February 17 and on this occasion, 
the second accused complained 
that he was severely tortured ‘by 
electricity at a house near the 
police station. He stated that he 
wag taken to this house in a ricaha 
by a detective. A remand was 
ordered and -the polico were 
instructed to investigate the alle- 
gations of torture ond that a 
doctor's bee ta be produced at 
the next hearing. | ° 


Ricgebios' Untrue. 


At last week’s hearing, Prosecut- 
ing Inspector Eva, appearing on 


Mbchalf of the S. M. P., told the 


Court that the police wore satisfied 
that the allegations’ of torture 
were untrue. Det. .Sub-Inspr. 
Knight said that. he. had made 
inquiries and found that the 
accused was not taken out of the 
police station on the night in 
question and that his story that 
he was taken to a strange house, 
tied to a Jadder and tortu:

— One !s 
pleased to see the increasing popu- 
larity: of anti-typhofa inoculation 
amongst the public, which is pro- 
bably the-reuson of the decrease 
in the incidence of this disedse, 
The increase ia the number of 
flush systems with the consequ- 
ent elimination of the night-soil 
coolie may also be a factor both ad 
regards typhald and dysentery.
